A treatment  was  carried  cut  on  the  Town  Refuse  Tip  using 
Warfarin  as  a base.  As  a result,  the  rat  population  was 
practically  eliminated  and  to  ensure  that  such  population  is 
kept  down  to  a minimum,  the  tip  is  baited  regularly  every 
month.  Private  premises  were  also  treated. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  other  available  place 
fcr  the  disposal  cf  refuse  the  old  tip  on  the  Town  Moor  is 
still  in  use.  It  is  rather  unfcrtunate  that  the  tip  is  so 
near  to  the  t own  centre.  However,  the  Council  are  aware  cf 
these  circumstances  and  are  making  every  effort  in  an  endeav- 
our to  abate  any  possible  nuisances  from  fires  and  rodent 
infestation.  During  the  year  a bulldozer  was  employed  at 
a considerable  cost  to  level  tne  tip,  and  75$  of  the  rubbish 
was  completely  covered  with  soil..  Tipping  .was  then  confined 
to  that  area  of  the  tip  which  is  a fair  distance  from  the 
nearest  house.
